The  Makerfield  Water  Board  Is  the  statutory  Water  Undertaking  for  the  Borou^, 

The  supply  Is  tedcen  in  bulk  from  the  Rivington  Aqueduct  of  the  Liverpool  Corporation  and 
the  Llghtshaw  Works  of  the  ^^akarflold  ^feter  Board. 

The  oharaoter  of  the  water  from  the  Rivington  Aqueduct  is  upland  surface,  whilst  that 
from  the  Llghtshaw  'Works  is  wholly  of  deep  well  origin. 

Bertails  of  treatment  of  the  various  waters  by  the  Board  are  as  follows 
Water  derived  from  Liverpool  Aqueduct:  Chlorination. 

Water  supplied  from  Llghtshaw  Treatment  Plant:  Aeration,  lime  softening,  filtration, pH  oorreotlon. 


superohlorlnatlon  and  dechlorination.

In  addition  4  samples  were  submitted  for  ohemioal  analysis:-  2  drinking  waters,  water 
percolating  into  dust  chamber  at  a  Cotton  Spinning  Mill  and  waste  water  from  boar  cellar  sump.

SEWER  INFESTATION  AND  TREATMENT. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Pood  procedure  as  to  the  method  of 
poisoning  is  adhered  to  throughout  this  work. 

Pour  treatments  with  Pluoraoetamlde  were  oarrled  out  during  the  year.  The  system 
adopted  was  one  of  intensive  area  treatment  in  relation  to  drainage  areas  and  pumping 
stations.  This  has  proved  to  be  an  effective  method  of  treatment,  resulting  in  a 
reduction  of  12^  in  the  nvimber  of  rat  oomplaints  received. 
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
